He shouted his anger at the 
president’s veto message and at 
one tim e term ed Mr. Roosevelt’s 
own tax goals as “fantastic.” 
“O ther m em bers 
m ay do as 
they please,” Barkley shouted, “I 
do not propose to take this

justifiable assault lying down." 
As the Kentuckian gave up the 
leadership he has held since 1937 
in the closest harm ony with the

LONDON, Feb. 23.—</}’)—How strong is G er­ 
many? 
In the opinion of Allied m ilitary leaders 
—an opinion reflected in Prim e M inister C hurch­ 
ill’s speech in the House of Commons yesterday— 
Adolf H itler still has a m ighty war machine at 
his disposal. 
Here is a picture of Nazi m ilitary might as 
compiled from the opinions of two top Allied 
officers charged with assessing Germ an strength 
and from inform ation obtained from an anti- 
Nazi Germ an underground leader aiding the Al­ 
lied cause. 
None of these men believe a combination of 
Allied bombing and Russian ground successes 
will cause a Germ an collapse, although they ac­ 
knowledged the contributions of both. 
None of them believes a civilian revolution 
is possible at the moment. 
All are convinced bloody, large scale battles 
m ust be waged on the western front to beat the 
Germ ans into submission. 
All say German reserve stocks are low, but 
Germ an ground forces have no serious shortage 
of w ar m aterials. 
They agree that roughly German m ilitary 
strength is in about the same relative position as 
it was in 19 17 in the last war.

terday , is good, that fact is em­ 
phasized in the general health of 
the country . 
“Despite the strains of wartime 
living and flurry of influenza at 
the end of the y ear, the health of 
the American people during 19 13 
has been at a high level,” accord­ 
ing to the Metropolitan Life In­ 
surance Company ’s information 
service. 
There has been a small rise in 
mortality in th« ' industrial depart­ 
ment in 19 43 over the record y ear 
19 42, but when the number of in­ 
experienced workers in new forms 
of industry and the hazards of 
military training, which involves 
millions are considered, this is not 
surprising or alarming. And it is 
more than made up for in the de­ 
cline 
of 
automobile 
accidents. 
There were 23,000 fatalities from 
this source in 19 43, 5,000 fewer 
than in 19 42, and 17,000 fewer 
than the all-time maximum of 
39 ,9 81 deaths in 19 41. Perhaps it 
would be a good idea to extend 
gasoline rationing indefinitely . 


Night Club Fire 
No single catastrophe of 19 43 
approached the mortality of the 
Boston night club fire in 19 42, 
which claimed 49 2 lives. Increased 
travel has naturally caused an in­ 
crease in accidental injuries and 
deaths from this cause. 
The health record of childhood 
diseases is good. Infant mortality 
showed new lows. The death rate 
from 
diarrhoeal 
diseases, 
for­ 
merly the great baby killer, is 
lower than in pre-war y ears, and 
it has been going down by leaps 
for decades. 
Childbirth 
mortality 
among 
mothers has also gone iower than 
ever before. 
The 
influenza 
epidemic 
and 
virus pneumonia proved not as 
dangerous as they sounded, al­ 
though there was some increase in 
mortality over the y ear bef< re. 
Since the sulfa drugs are r. 
„ ef­ 
fectual against these conditions, 


this is not surprising. In other 
respiratory diseases, where the 
sulfa drugs do work,-the condi­ 
tions were improved. 
Tuberculosis Downward 
The tuberculosis situation is 
very encouraging. During World 
War I the death rate from tuber­ 
culosis for the first time in 60 
y ears interrupted its steady down­ 
ward course to show a rise. 
In 
19 43, continuing the trend of 19 41 
and 1942, it reached a new all-time 
low. The hope that this ancient 
enemy of mankind once the “Cap­ 
tain of the Hosts of Death” can be 
driven from the earth is not with­ 
out practical foundation. 
Chronic diseases of the heart, 
arteries and kidney s, as well as 
cancer and diabetes, have in­ 
creased somewhat. Perhaps this 
is due to the unavoidable reduc­ 
tion in the amount of medical at­ 
tention available. But these dis­ 
eases have been show ing a steady 
increase for y ears. Best explana­ 
tion is that more people live long 
enough to get them. 
“I am optimistic about the na­ 
tion’s health in 19 14,” said Dr. 
Louis T. Dublin of the Metropol­ 
itan Insurance Company . 
“We 
have abundant food supplies and 
our public health and medical fa­ 
cilities are well organized and 
operating efficiently .”

C O M P U T A T IO N 
OF T A X 
The tax on y our 19 43 
income 
tax return is computed only after 
y ou have listed y our income and 
figured out y our deductions, ex­ 
emptions and credits. 
The actual computation of the 
tax is a step-by -step procedure, 
which is numbered and arranged 
carefully on the form. Taxpay ers 
will avoil unnecessary confusions 
if they take the steps one at a 
time, as directed by the form and 
its accompany ing instructions. 
For this one y ear, the form will 
require an additional step 
be­ 
cause of 
the 
transition to 
the 
pay -as-y ou-go sy stem of income 
tax collection. After 
computing 
the tax on y our 19 43 income, y ou 
must compare 
that figure 
with 
y our tax for 19 42 to find which is 
larger 
and 
which is 
smaller. 
Your actual tax for 19 43, then, 
if y ou are a civilian, will be all 
of the larger figure plus an un­ 
forgiven portion (usually 25 per­ 
cent) of the smaller figure. 
The procedure for 
computing 
the tax on 19 43 income is very 
different on the two forms, short 
Form 1040A and long Form 1040. 
Short Form 1040A: Because this 
form can be used only by 
per­ 
sons whose gross income is 
not 
more than $3,000 and all comes 
from wages and a few other lim­ 
ited sources, it has been possible 
to simplify the tax computation. 
No figuring at all is needed to 
mind the regular 
income 
tax 
(normal and surtax), because the 
tax is shown in a table oh 
the 
back of the form. For a 19 43 re ­ 
turn, it will be necessary , how­ 
ever, to make a calculation of net 
victory tax, and the method *of 
doing it is showm at the bottom 
of the back page. 
Long Form 1040: The computa­ 
tion is shown in items I to 16 on 
page 4 of the return. 
The normal 
tax is a 
flat 6 
percent of 
the 
“normal tax net income;” the sur­ 
tax is at variable rates, depend­ 
ing upon the amount of “surtax 
net. income;” the victory tax is a 
flat 5 percent upon the excess of 
“victory tax net income” over the 
victory tax specific 
exemption, 
less a victory tax credit which 
reduces the victory tax by one- 
fourth or more according 
to the 
marital status and the num ber of 
dependents of the taxpay er. 
The 
l sum of the three tax es less credits 


for income tax paid to a foreign 
country or United States pos­ 
session (item 11) and income tax 
paid at the 
source on 
tax-free 
convenant bond interest (item 15) 
constitutes the balance of the tax 
on 19 43 income (item 16). 
The difference 
between “sur­ 
tax net income” and “normal tax 
net income” is (a) the amount of 
interest received on Government 
obligations which is exempt from 
normal tax but subject to surtax 
(item 5, page 4. of Form 
1040) 
and (b) the amount of the earn­ 
ed income credit (item 6). Surtax 
net income (item 4) is the “in­ 
come tax net income” shown 
in 
item 1, page 4 of the return, less 
the personal exemption (item 2) 
and the 
credit 
for 
dependents 
(item 3) allowable; 
the

subject to normal tax (item 7) is 
the surtax net income less the 
amount of exempt interest shown 
in item 5 and less the earned in­ 
come credit.
